SUBJECT: Scope of Work 
 
PROJECT: NH-0015-01(063) / 105439301 -- Franklin County 
 
The contract documents do not include an official set of construction plans, but may, by 
reference, include some Standard Drawings when so specified in a Notice to Bidders entitled, 
“Standard Drawings”.  All other references to plans in the contract documents and Standard 
Specifications for Road and Bridge Construction are to be disregarded. 
 
The work to be accomplished using the pay items and corresponding specifications set forth in 
the contract is to overlay a 8.2 mile section of U.S. Hwy 84 beginning 7.5 miles East of the 
Adams County Line and proceed East 8.2 miles to the West End of the Bude/Meadville By-Pass 
in  Franklin County, Mississippi. 
 
The Project will consist of: 
 

1. Cold milling to remove an 1½” and variable depth at the BOP (0+00) & EOP (432+96), 
the intersections with concrete islands & concrete curb, and the “patch areas” prior to 
leveling.  Asphalt operations shall commence within 48 hours of the completion of the 
first days milling operation. 

  
2. Perform preleveling operations of ¾” and variable Hot Mix Asphalt, MT, 9.5 MM 

Mixture, Leveling (14’ wide) on the mainline roadway left & right of the centerline from 
the BOP (0+00) to the EOP (432+96). 

 
The contractor shall take due care to maintain a uniform outside edge of pavement, and 
shall place asphalt to establish an approximate vertical face in order for granular material 
to be placed directly against an approximate vertical surface and not on a shelf of an 
underlying course.  A rubber tire roller shall be used in obtaining compaction on this 
leveling lift of asphalt. 

 
3. Placement of 1½” and variable thickness lift of HMA, MT, 9.5-mm (14’ wide) on the 

roadway left & right of the centerline.  The finish cross-slope is to be 2% in tangent 
sections and the appropriate super elevation rate in horizontal curves.   

    
Placement of 1½” and variable thickness lift of HMA, MT, 9.5-mm on the crossovers, 
intersections, local roads, streets and driveways ramps (as applicable). 
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Driveway aprons shall be paved ten feet wide as per the attached drawing and as directed 
by the Engineer.  All turnouts shall be paved to the normal right of way line or as directed 
by the Engineer. 
 
The Contractor shall remove existing pavement markers prior to placing Hot Mix 
Asphalt.  The cost of removing these pavement markers is to be absorbed in other items. 

 
4. Placement of granular material on the shoulders to raise the existing shoulders to the new 

grade, bladed, shaped, and compacted to a minimum slope of three-eight inch per foot.  
Granular material will be placed directly on the shoulders and shall not be placed on the 
completed surface course.  Light blading or mowing of the shoulders will be required 
prior to placement of the granular material. 

 
5. Placement of all permanent pavement markings.  Place rumble strip edge stripe (90 mil 

edge stripe) (spray and double drop beads) on both sides of the roadway from BOP 
(0+00) to EOP (432+96) or as directed by the Engineer. Placement of Crossover 
delineators from the BOP (0+00) to EOP (432+96) or as directed by the Engineer.  

 
Incidental work that is necessary to complete the work will not be paid for in direct 
compensation and will be considered included in the bid prices for the listed items. 
 
An asphalt taper shall be placed at the temporary joints caused by the milling or overlay in order 
to provide for the safe movement of traffic.  The taper shall be three (3) feet in length per one 
inch of depth and will be an absorbed item.  
 
Temporary stripe is required immediately after milling, preliminary leveling, and overlaying 
operations and prior to opening the area to traffic.  Temporary stripe shall be placed in the same 
location and layout as permanent stripe.   
 
The contractor shall provide all signs and traffic handling devices necessary to safely maintain 
traffic around or through the work areas.

The signs shall be constructed, installed and maintained in accordance with the 
MUTCD, and Sections 618 & 619 of the Standard Specifications.  These signs shall be fabricated 
from 0.125” sheet aluminum.  Signs shall be mounted on three (3) - three pounds per linear foot 
(3 lbs. / ft.) U-Section posts.  Each post shall be 14 feet long mounted onto another 14-foot U-
